The General User Radio Licence for Amateur Radio 
Operators has been amended to allow operators to use the frequency band 505 kHz to 515 kHz 
on a temporary basis from 1 March 2010. 

Requirements of the licence include a maximum radiated power of 25 watts e.i.r.p., 
maximum bandwidth of 200 Hz, and the requirement not to interfere with other services li- 
censed to use that band. 

Historically, this part of the radio spectrum was used for maritime communications in 
Morse Code until satellite communications recently made the technology obsolete. Morse Code 
was a capability required by radio officers on ships travelling internationally up until the late 
20th century. 

The licence amendment will make it possible for amateur radio operators involved in res- 
toration of historical radio equipment, for example at the Coast Station at Musick Point in Auck- 
land, to test un-modulated transmission (carrier wave) signals from the equipment and demon- 
strate their Morse Code skills. Gary, ZL3SV.

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Licence improvements in Bahrain 

Licensing of the amateur services in the Kingdom of Bahrain has taken a major step for- 
ward with the release of new regulations by the Telecommunications Regulatory Authority. 

New additions for General Class licensees include 135.7 - 137.8 kHz with a power limit of 
10 W, an extension of the 160 m band changing the upper limit of 1,850 MHz to 2,000 MHz, the 
inclusion of the 40 m band extension up to 7,200 MHz plus the 30 m band. Above 30 MHz, new 
additions include 50 - 52 MHz and improved access to bands at 430 MHz and above. 

With the exception of the segment 50 - 50.5 MHz, which is Primary, all new allocations 
have been granted ona secondary basis. Permitted power to the antenna on all bands except 136 
kHz is 1 500 W. 

A new Intermediate Class licence has also been introduced that permits operation at 28 
MHz and above with power output to the antenna of 100 W. In the terms of the new licence, 
Aeronautical Mobile, Maritime Mobile, Mobile and Portable operations are permitted. The IARU 
says that congratulations should be offered to those who negotiated these new regulations. Ne- 
gotiations continue for the use of other bands in use within Region 1.
